The city board of trustees met last 
Tuesday night in the city hall in regu¬ 
lar session. 

Hermann J. Nussberger petitioned! 
for a Class A liquor license permitting . 
him to conduct a bar at the Bay Shore 
House on San Bruno road. 

A former license in the name of Mrs. 
Jeppeson having been revoked, the 
license to Mr. Nussberger was granted, 
upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Healy. 

The same action was taken on a 
Class A liquor license applied for by 
Enric Gilardi of Alpine Hotel, upon 
motion of Trustee Cunningham, sec- ] 
onded by Trustee McGovern. 

Action on other applications for 
Class A liquor licenses by A. Hynding 
for Baden Hotel, Stephen Parr, J. J. 
Welch and Gertrude Carroll, was, 
upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 1 
seconded by Trustee Healy, laid over 
until the next regular meeting. 

A petition was received from I). 
Palany and other residents on Rail-! 
road avenue near Magnolia, asking! 
the board to put in a sewer at that 
location to drain off some accumulated 
water. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the request 
was referred to Superintendent of j 
Streets Kneese to investigate and re-' 
port at t he next regular meeting of the ' 
board. 

Anthony Panos, in a communica¬ 
tion, asked the board to reissue his ; 
Class B liquor licensee in the name of 
himself and a new partner, James 
Nicolopis. 

Trustee Cunningham said he 
thought the members of the board 
should get together and come to some 
conclusion as to how the liquor busi¬ 
ness in this city should be conducted. 
There are too many places where 
liquor is sold. Trustees Healy and 
McGovern coincided with the views of 
Trustee Cunningham. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, 
action on the application was laid 
over until next meeting. 

Citizen A. A. Whitten, in a com¬ 
munication, asked the board to place 
an electric light at the comer of Lin¬ 
den and Armour avenues. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the matter 
was referred to the light committee. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, a light , 
was ordered placed on Lux avenue be¬ 
tween Linden and Maple. I 

A communication from Manuel j 
Andrade asking that he be permitted 
to withdraw an application he had ; 
made to transfer a Class A liquor ( 
license from the Baden Hotel to the ( 
Sierra Point House at a previous meet¬ 
ing was, upon motion of Trustee t 
Cunningham, seconded by Trustee j. 
Healy, ordered filed.* j 

A written complaint was received 4 
from Chas. Robinson charging Night 
Watchman Acheson with abusing his 
minor son Frank. n 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec- c 


onded by Trustee Cunningham, 
Chairman McSweeney was authorized 
to appoint a committee of three to in- 
I vestigate the matter and report at the 
. next meeting. 

The chairman appointed Trustees 
Healy, Cunningham and McGovern as 
such committee. 

The complaint was ordered filed. 

Trustee Healy for the street commit¬ 
tee reported that several carloads of 
crushed rock had been placed on Mis¬ 
sion and Ban Bruno roads. 

Several claims against the city were 
presented and upon motion of Trustee 
Hickey, seconded by Trustee Healy, 
warrants were ordered drawn to pay 
them. 

City Clerk Smith presented his 
monthly financial report for Decem¬ 
ber as follows: Balance cash on hand 
December 1, 1911, $3584.51. Receipts 
during December—City taxes, $ 38 . 80 ; 
recorder’s court, $25; special liquor per¬ 
mits, $15; interest on deposits, $2.85; 
total, $81.65. Grand total, $3666.16 
Expenditures as per warrants drawn 
$3022.85. Balance cash on hand Dec¬ 
ember 30, 1911, $643.31 

The marshal and treasurer’s reports 
were practically the same as the 
clerk’s. 

Poundmaster Welch reported he 
had taken up six dogs, two goats, 
two horses and two cows during De¬ 
cember. 

All the reports were ordered filed. 

After some discussion, and upon 
motion of Trustee Cunningham, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Healy, Clerk Smith 
was instructed to purchase 250 trees, 
to be divided among four varieties, 
elm, poplar, Oregon maple and black 
walnut. 

It is intended to plant the trees on 
both sides of Baden avenue as an ex¬ 
periment to see which variety will 
grow best in this city 

An ordinance suggested by Recorder 
Rehberg, providing that convicted 
vagrants shall be put to work on the 
streets of the city, was introduced by 
Trustee Cunningham, in order to get 
it before the board only, as he stated. 

The ordinance was laid over to be 
acted upon at the next meeting.

Beth Mann, the Ban Francisco attor-j 
ney, to represent the county before the j 
railroad commission in this matter 
there has been some complaint that I 
tlie filing of the suit was being delay¬ 
ed. Reasons of policy however guid¬ 
ed the campaign , the board of gover¬ 
nors approved of the manner in which 
it was made and word has now been 
received from Attorney Mann that he 
expects to tile the complaint before 
the commission sometime during the 
present month.

A resolution, similar to one passed 
by the Ban Francisco chamber of 
commerce, and endorsing the work of 
the California debris commission and 
asking congress to make a liberal ap- 
piopriation for the continuance of 
their work was also adopted at the 
meeting. 

The campaign for the location of 
the state highway through this county 
got off with a new start and will be 
actively followed up. Committees 
from Lhe boards of supervisors of the 
three counties will probably l>e formed 
shortly for consideration of this ques¬ 
tion and their work should materially 
aid that of the tri-countv committee.

To Shape Baby's Ears. 

When there is" any danger of baby’s 
ears growing out it is a good plan to 
let him wear at night a small open¬ 
work bonnet of cambric or nainsook, 
which will help to keep the ears flat.

Favorita Furs For Children. 

Strangely enough, baby lamb is one 
of the favorite as well as one of the 
best looking furs for children’s coats, 
being equally suitable for all ages from 
five years up. They are usually fash¬ 
ioned in straight lines and self trim¬ 
med. Ermine is beautiful with the 
lamb; but, sadly enough, it is much 
more appropriate for the matron, al¬ 
though ermine by itself, a small collar 
with muff, is always smart for chil¬ 
dren. 

For small children the fur coat 
means a risk of taking cold, although 
it is usually so “cunning” thut it is not 
to be wondered that mother is tempted. 
It is too warm, however, for the active 
child. Velvet of all kinds is in high 
favor for suits, dresses and coats, even 
the figured weaves being brought into 
the running. 

An attractive model designed for a 
girl of twelve is made with a diagonal 
fastening up the front, sleeves that are 
cut in one piece with the body and the 
whole outlined with black fox. There 
is no collar, but the neck is cut high, 
with only a narrow point in front and 
the fox edging for a finish. At the 
lower edge the left fastens over the 
right side after having been cut to a 
rounded point that leaves it several 
inches shorter than the other side. It 
raitens with three bone buttons ranged 
along the edge instead of one above 
the other.

The Baby’s Bath. 

The temperature of the child’s bath 
varies with Its age. At birth the water 
should be about blood heat, 96 degrees. 
This may be gradually reduced to 70 
degrees by the end of the first month. 
Baby’s bath should always be taken 
before breakfast. The child should not 
be allowed to frolic about and become 
cooled off before his bath, but should 
be popped right from his crib into the 
tub. For the first two weeks the baby 
should be held on the knees while it is 
being washed. Then he may be put 
into his tub, being removed as soon as 
possible after he is bathed. He should 
be dried immediately with a soft, warm 
towel, making sure that every spot on 
the little body is quite dry. A soft 
powder of rice starch is then fluffed 
on all over him. 

The water in the bath should be soft 
—rainwater if possible—and a delicate 
soap with a Turkey sponge or light 
flannel cloth is procured for baby’s use. 

Until after the child is eighteen 
months old the bath should be warm. 
At that time the change to a cooler 
temperature commences gradually. 
The mother may try sponging the child 
with semi-cold water, after the regular 
warm bath, and in that way work up 
to the cold bath.

Dr. Sun Yat Sen took the oath of 
©Lice as Provisional President of the 
republic of China and was formally- 
invested with the powers of chief 
executive on January 2. The ceremony 
was simple, but dignified. It was at¬ 
tended by the prominent men of the 
revolutionary party. 

President Sun Yat Sen's Cabinet is 
substantially as follows: Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Li Yuen Hang; Finance Minis¬ 
ter, Chin Chen Tao; Premier and War 
Minister, Huang Shing; Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral, Wang Chung Wei; Foreign Min¬ 
ister, Dr. Wu Ting Fang; Marine Min¬ 
ister, Captain Wang; Chief of Staff, 
General Hsu. 

After taking the oath of office he 
delivered an address in which he 
promised to disenthrone the Manchus, 
to reestablish peace, to promote 
trade and to devote his entire energy 
to the Chinese nation and aid the Chi¬ 
nese people to realize their aspira¬ 
tions. When the Manchus had finally 
abdicated and peace was restored to 
the nation he would, he said, resign 
his provisional office.

The value of crude magnesite mined 
in 1010 ($74,658) is almost twice that 
of the production in 1009, according to 
Charles G. Yale in his report on mag¬ 
nesite issued by the United States 
Geological Survey as an advance chap¬ 
ter from “Mineral Resources of the 
United States” for 1910. While the 
production of the crude ore has mater¬ 
ially increased, the rapid rise in value 
is due to the constantly growing de¬ 
mand for the calcined product. No 
crude ore is offered for sale, but after 
being calcined the output is used 
mainly in manufacturing paper from 
wood pulp; it is also used in making 
artificial stone, fireproof flooring and 
! tiling, and in brick or plaster form for 
j lining furnaces and covering steam 
pipes.

The fine 
waste of the crude ore mined is now 
being utilized at California chicken 
ranches as a substitute foroyster shells 
and other substances fed to fowls for 
hardening eggshells. 

The only deposits of magnesite in 
the United States which have been 
commercially utilized are those situat¬ 
ed in the valley and coast counties of 
California, and the entire output is 
consumed on the Pacific coast, the 
cost of transportation to points east of 
the Rocky Mountains being prohibi¬ 
tive. It is for this reason that large 
quantities of raw and calcined magne¬ 
site continue to be imported from 
Greece, Hungary, and other countries, 
the imports increasing each year. It 
is the belief of Frank L. Hess, of the 
Geological Survey, who has made a 
study of the California deposits, that 
the opening of the Panama Canal will 
bring the California magnesite into 
successful competition in the entire 
United States with the imported pro¬ 
duct. 

According to Mr. Yale’s figures the 
imports of magnesia and magnesite, 
both calcined and crude, for 1910, 
amounted to 856,512,248 pounds, valu¬ 
ed at $1,578,688, an increase of 121,072,- 
877 pounds, with a value of $587,265 
over the amount imported for 1909. 
A copy of the report on magnesite can 
be obtained on application to the 
director of the Geological Survey,* 
Washington, I). C.
